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1987 Trip to the Dominican Republic

From 11-19 August 1 987 a group 
from Avila College went to the Dom- 
inican Republic to continue studies 
on Hispaniolan lizards. These stud- 
ies were initiated on two earlier 
trips in January and March of 1 986. 
Participants included: Dr. Robert 
Powell, Assoc. Prof. Biology, Avila 
College; Don Smith, Research As- 
soc., Univ. Kansas Med. Center, 
and Adjunct Instructor Biology, Avila 
College; John Parmerlee, Instruc- 
tor Biology, Avila College; Scott 
Maxey, student, Avila College; Sas- 
cha Oerter, a guest from West Ger- 
many. 

As an adjunct to the ecological 
studies, the group solicited baseball 
equipment from the Avila and Great- 
er Kansas City Community for dis- 
tribution to poor children in a rural 
area of the Dominican Republic, 
specifically the village of El Limon, 
Provincia Independencia Individuals 
and organizations who were signifi- 
cantly active in the solicitation of 
equipment included: Father Mike 
Zahorchak, Avila College Chaplain; 
Carol Frevert, Avila College Nurse; 
Raytown Little League; Don Ahnger, 
Midway Ford Truck Center; Noland 
Road Baptist Church. 

The following are quotations from 
field notes taken at the time by 
either Bob Powell or Don Smith: 

“We arrived in El Limon during 
the afternoon of 15 August. Get- 
ting a hearty affirmative to our ques- 
tion of whether they played baseball, 
we were led to the field where games 
were played. At this point we opened 
the back of our rented van and 
began to pass out gloves, catcher’s 
equipment, and balls. In the mean- 
time we used bases, a home plate, 
and pitcher’s rubber to lay out a 
diamond.” 

“Kids came out of the wood- 
work.” “Some apparently couldn't 
believe in their good fortune, they 
took their goodies and ran.” 

"... had a near riot.” 

“Once the gear was distributed, 
I grabbed a bat, tossed a ball to 
one of the kids, and within seconds a 
ballgame began. Kids assumed 
the various fielding positions, cheer- 
ed and yelled, and demonstrated a 
remarkable prowess, (especially 
considering the facilities they were 
used to). What impressed me most

was the general feeling of good- 
will, in spite of some obvious greed 
(or fear that we might try to take it 
all back).” 

“...older kids let the younger ones 
have their turns at bat. They shared 
equipment, even in one case, ex- 
changing gloves so that the younger 
boy had a better one.” 

"The general feeling was one of 
joyandexcitementand, amazingly 
(considering the obvious poverty 
in the village), the kids were quite 
honest. Several items, removed or 
lost from the van during the earlier 
melee were returned to us.” 

“We left the village with the kids 
still sorting out who would take 
what equipment home.” 

NOTE: “we inadvertently missed 
passing out two gloves intended 
for the villagers. One we gave to a 
young fellow (not more than fif- 
teen) who fixed a flat for us. It’s not 
unusual for youngsters to work, 
whenever and however they can in 
the depressed economy. We were 
impressed with how cheerfully he 
went about his business with very 
primitive tools and in a very de- 
pressing setting. He was thrilled. The 
last glove we left at the National 
Zoo to be used as a prize for the 
employees children at an upcom- 
ing staff picnic." 

Over spring break, in March 1 988, 
the Avila Field Biology class will be 
returning to the Dominican Republic 
to continue the long-range biologi- 
cal studies. Since more people will 
be going, we plan to take enough 
gear to endow at least two more 
villages scouted out on this last 
trip. We’ll also return to El Limon to 
see how things have developed 
after half a year. 

We still have uniforms and field 
equipment from the generous con- 
tribution of the Raytown Little 
League, but will need additional 
balls, bats (especially aluminum), 
and (most of all) gloves. A very nice 
donation from The Mighty Fortress 
Lutheran Church will be applied to 
the purchase of such items, but 
additional donations of items (new 
or used) and/or funds for their pur- 
chase will be gladly accepted.

The night of Monday, October 
1 2th, four Park College athletes were 
injured, one fatally, when a speed- 
ing motorist crashed into the back 
of their 1981 Chevrolet Citation on 
the North Broadway Extension. The 
Chevy carrying the students became 
the innocent victim of a race be- 
tween two other cars. The first car 
whipped around the students, but 
the second rammed them from be- 
hind. 

Jason Schwalb, an eighteen year 
old freshman and member of Park’s 
soccer team, was the most severely 
injured. He was taken to Truman 
Medical Center where he remained 
in critical condition until his death 
two days later. 

Passengers Dennis Hayes and 
Dean Fowler, also freshmen soc- 
cer players, remain hospitalized. 
Hayes received head and facial 
injuries and is recovering in North 
Kansas City Hospital. Fowler suf- 
fered fractures and lacerations from 
being thrown out of the car. He is 
recuperating at St Luke's Hospital. 

The driver, freshman tennis player 
Chad Renfro, was treated for minor 
injuries and released the same even- 
ing of the accident. 

The Avila community wishes to 
express our sympathy to the Park 
College community concerning the 
tragic loss of Jason Schwalb. We 
join our prayers with theirs for the 
recovery ot the other students.

Our worst enemy throughout life 
seems to be fear. Fear keeps us 
from doing the things we want, tak- 
ing advantage of opportunities that 
present themselves and, often times, 
directing our energies in the wrong 
directions. Fear creates assump- 
tions, misunderstandings and ill 
feelings. Fear-our worst enemy- 
yet we are all guilty of befriending 
fear and falling into its usual trap- 
pings. 

Recently, two campus organiza- 
tions embraced fear and found the 
costs of its harmful effects to be 
rather steep. The two groups, RHA 
and SUB, both programming boards 
on campus, had a misunderstand- 
ing regarding the planning of the 
Halloween dance. It created some 
deep feelings of resentment on both 
sides. Why the misunderstand- 
ing? The only reason I can find is 
fear-our worst enemy found its 
way into student programming ef- 
forts. 

Fear of what? Fear of one stu- 
dent organization planning a suc- 
cessful program-possibly more 
successful than one of theirs. Fear 
of the perceived power of group 
name recognition on campus. Fear 
of one group taking credit for another 
group's work. Fear of losing the 
credit for a successful program. 

But that’s all they are-FEARS! 
And, as a result, the misun- 
derstanding drew the students in- 
volved away from the actual planning 
of the program. Time was spent 
dealing atthe level of assumptions 
and misperceptions-time that could 
have been spent on organizing the

* Student organizations, despite 
their various names and titles, exist 
for the same purpose-to serve stu- 
dents.

* Organizations should look favor- 
ably on the successes and prog- 
ress of each other and should 
support each other during short- 
comings. In this way, students can 
learn from the successes and fail- 
ures of each other. 

With these thoughts in mind, stu- 
dent organizations will be suc- 
cessful in combating our worst ene- 
my-fear-and will also be suc- 
cessful in serving student needs 
through programming efforts. Avila 
will only benefit from student atti- 
tudes and efforts of working together 

and learning from each other.
